Jf  you  can  use  new  coined  s  pecimen  with  portrait  of  Kaiser  Frans 
Josef, witn  the  date  1915  only, you  can  get  as  many  as  you  want  but  only 
upon  condition  that  you  have  to  send  the  gold  otherwise  the  exportation 
of  £old  is  not  permitted .  j  would  charge  for  my  ioss  of  tiBc  10  to  15 
Cents  each  and  the  expenses  for  customhouse, insurance, postage  etc. 

Oi  large  gold  coins  j  have  only  a  50  Dollar  piece, as  in  your  sale  of 
1S12  No. 3769  but  it  is  of  rather  poor  preservation, price  $  P5-.By

Are  you  interested  ia  a  very  fine  classic  greek  gem, big  size  about 
37—44  Mi  Him.  signed  by  Sosis,  reproduced  at  Furtwanglers  work  plate 
LXV  No .11?  J  know  the  owner;  perhaps  he  would  sell  it  at  the  price 
of  about  $  ,j>CCG »—, Further  J  have  a  very  rare  roman  military— diplom 
which  was  given  149  aft.J.C.  by  the  procurator  Pontius  Laelianus  of 
the  emperor  Antoninus  Pius  to  a  soldier  fcr  35  years  military— service; 
it  io  of  course  nothing  artificial  but  a  very  interesting  document  of 
roman  time, it  consists  of  two  bronce  tablets  in  size  110  £  130  Mill, 
with  engraved  inscription. This  diplcm  was  described  by  Professor  E. 
Borman, Vienna  15S3.  A  similar  piece  bought  our  Museum  before  the  war 
at  the  price  of  Fs.10 .000 .— . J  would  sell  the  above  described  for
